to  the  said  Sir  Henry  Trollope  for  his  Services  at  the  Memorable  Battle 
off  Camperdown  in  the  Year  1797  supporting  a  Flag  Staff  therefrom 
flowing  to  the  dexter  a  Banner  Azure  inscribed  Glatton  in  letters  of 
Gold  And  on  the  Sinister  Side  A  Stag  proper  attired  Or.  gorged  with 
the  like  Crown  and  Medal  as  the  dexter  and  supporting  a  Flag  Staff 
therefrom  flowing  to  the  Sinister  a  Banner  azure  inscribed  Russell  in 
letters  of  Gold  as  the  same  are  in  the  Margin  hereof  more  plainly 
depicted  to  be  borne  and  used  by  the  said  Sir  Henry  Trollope  according 
to  the  tenor  of  the  aforesaid  Statute  and  Ordinance.

I  should  be  very  unworthy,  if  I  should  not  with  as  much  gratitude 
own  ye  Favors  designed,  as  ye  Favors  done  me  by  your  Ldp;  being 
equally  your  Ldps  ever  obliged  Debtor  for  Both. 

Your  Ldp  with  ye  whole  world  is  now  a  Witnesse  of  ye  Alienation  of 
ye  Kings  favor  from  me.  The  Cause  of  which,  ye  Bp  of  Duresme,  having 
sent  for  me  about  ye  beginning  of  this  moneth,  told  me,  was  a  Letter 
said  to  have  bin  Wrote  by  me  not  long  since  to  Dr  Bathurst  ye  Dean  of 
Wells  &  since  by  his  Brother  Sr  Benja:  Bathurst  putt  into  ye  Kings 
hands,  in  which  I  had  reflected  upon  mr  Walker  of  Oxon;  though  no 
particular  was  alleaged  by  his  Ldp  of  any  such  Reflexion.  This,  my 
Lord,  is  my  whole  Charge. 

In  answer  to  which  I  then  assured  his  Ldp,  &  doe  now  assure  your 
Honr  by  all  that  is  True  &  Sacred,  yt  at  ye  Time  of  this  Charge,  I  had 
not  for  3  or  4  years  last  past  so  much  as  wrote  to  Dr  Bathurst  at  all. 
And  I  have,  since  that,  received  a  Lr  from  Him,  in  answer  to  one  wrote 
by  me  to  Him  upon  this  occasion  (which  Lr  I  keep  by  me  ready  to  be 
produced)  in  which  he  positively  &  Solemnly  ownes  &  avowes  ye  same. 

And  thus  (my  Lord)  stands  my  Case.  I  am  cast  off  &  slurr'd  in  ye 
face  of  ye  whole  Kingdome  for  a  Letter.  A  Letter  that  was  never 
Wrote,  never  Received,  &  so,  no  wonder,  if  never  Produced.  If  it  can 
I  will  forfeit  my  neck  to  ye  Gallowes.  And  ye  King  himself  upon  ye 
Report  of  my  absolute  denyall  of  it  was  so  Gracious  as  to  promise  ye  Bp 
of  Duresme  yt  he  would  enquire  further  into  it  &  yt  my  Accusers  should 
either  prove  w*  they  had  said  true  or  ymselves  Lyars.  The  former,  as  I 
am  sure,  can  never  be  done,  &  ye  latter  I  cahot  yet  hear  declared. 

And  therefore  (my  good  Lord)  since  neither  ye  Kings  former  good 
Opinion  &  large  Testimony  of  me  Confirmed  by  that  worthy  Character 
given  me  by  your  Hon1',  &  indeed  by  all  ye  great  ministers,  have  prevailed 
anything  for  me  agst  this  pittifull  malicious  Whisper.
